Regular Talks 


The important promise by Mal- 


enkov came when Bohlen pointed 
out that although the Russian 
leader said he wanted closer ne- 
gotiations, it was virtually impos- 
sible for U S. diplomats in Mos- 
cow to reach Soviet officials to 
conduct regular diplomatic talks. 


Malenkov is reported to have 


replied that he was aware of the

that 
American 
diplomats 


were kept isolated from the Rus- 
sians in Moscow and that he was 
working on a plan to make it 
easier for the officials of the two 
countries to talk with each other. 


At his news conference Mr Ei- 


senhower said the Russian atti- 
tude toward the U S. protest over 
the attack on the RB-29 seemed 
to be more conciliator> than in 
similar instances in the past. 


He declined to explain the basis 


for his judgment because he said 
he had forgotten whether or not 
the note itself had been published 


So far two notes have been made 


public in relation to the Sunday 
shooting They were the protest 
sent by Washington to Moscow and 
the protest the Russians sent to 
this country. 


No Other Notes 


Neither of these was mild nor 


conciliatory m its language. State 
Department spokesman Henry Suy- 
dan said he knew of no other notes 
on the incident so it was unclear 
just what message the President 
was talking about when he said 
the Russians appeared more con- 
ciliatory. 


The President also cast some 


doubt on whether the American 
aircraft was over territory claimed 
by the Russians. 


Earlier U.S. statements claimed; 


the RB23 never came within 14 
miles of any Soviet-held territory. 
including the Bahomai Islands that 
3je within two or three miles of the 
coast of Japan.

WASHINGTON dfi — President 


Eisenhower took a calm and non- 
belligerent stand Wednesday on 
the latest Russian plane incident. 
He said it occurred in a disputed 
border area and that the Russians 
seem more conciliatory this time. 


Eisenhower nevertheless said the 


American photo bomber shot down 
off Japan last weekend by Red 
fighters had a right to be there. 
He said he approved the protest 
which the State Department has 
made.

But the Denver Post, turning its editorial at- 


tention to the current observance of National 
Education Week, raises the question of the con- 
tinuing validity of some of the most deeply 
seated traditions. 


It specifically questions the good sense of the 


nine-month school year and the five-day week, 
noting that the "American people have invested 
billions of dollars in facilities that are unused 
approximately 40 per cnet of the time, not 
counting Sundays and holidays." 


The Post is thinking about the expected 43 


per cent increase in students hi the next six 
years which will require an additional invest- 
ment of $171 million in buildings by 1960 if 
these children are to be accommodated, tradi- 
tional school, schedules being continued. It is 
asking whether it would not be prudent to em- 
ploy some of the present 40 per cent time and 
facility loss—run schools 12 months a year, six 
days a week with attendance dovetailed in to 
fit.

Fight Game 
A Business 
Should Be 
Court Told

W A S H I N G T O N UB--The 
government told the 
S u pr e m e 
Cou rt Wednesday boxing promoters 
have become so involved in na­ 
tionwide* television shows that the 
fight *game shou ld be officially de­ 
clared to be a bu siness within the 
meaning of the nation’s antitru st 
laws. 
This line of argu ment was tak en 
by Philip Elman, special assistant 
to the Attorney General, in ask ­ 
ing the high tribu nal to order a 
lower cou rt to bring to trial the 
government’s civil su it that claims 
boxing violates the cou ntry’s laws 
against monopolies. 
Elman said the cou rt’s previou s 
decisions exempting baseball from 
the antitru st laws shou ld n(rf be 
applied to boxing. 
Frank fu rter Su ggests 
And, spu rred by a su ggestion 
from Ju stice Felix Frank fu rter, 
Elman told the cou rt it shou ldn’t 
be “capriciou s” in dealing with 
the comparison between baseball 
and boxing. The two activities sim­ 
ply are not the same thing, Elman 
said. 
Whitney North Seymou r, New 
York attorney representing the In­ 
ternational 
Boxing 
Clu b, 
chal­ 
lenged this statement directly. He 
said baseball and boxing are “pre­ 
cisely analagou s.” 
And, Seymou r said, the cou rt 
mu st u se its baseball decisions as 
a precedent for throwing ou t the 
government’s claim and declaring 
boxing to be ou tside the scope of 
the antitru st laws. 
Yes and No 
The argu ment appeared to boil 
down to these q u estions: 
1. Does the widespread u se of 
radio, television and motion pic­ 
tu re contracts by boxing promot­ 
ers pu t them in interstate com­ 
merce? 
2. Does the stru ctu re of boxing 
differ su bstantially from the stru c­ 
tu re of baseball? 
3. When Congress declared ba.se- 
ball to be ou tside the scope of anti­ 
tru st laws, was it tacitly pu tting 
boxing within those laws? 


“Yes,” said the government; 
“No,” said the boxing people. 
The Su preme Cou rt will weigh 
these issu es before coming u p with 
a decision, which is not lik ely to 
be forthcoming for several months. 
Elman said boxing promoters 
mak e so mu ch of their money 
from television that “fights might 
ju st as well be pu t on in television 
stu dies.”

Elman said the court's previous 


decisions exempting baseball from 
the antitrust laws should not be 
anplied to boxing. 


Frankfurter Suggests 


And, 
spurred by a suggestion 


from Justice Felix Frankfurter, 
Elman told the court it shouldn't 
be "capricious" in dealing with 
the comparison between baseball 
and boxing. The two activities sim- 
ply are not the same thing, Elman 
said. 


Whitney North Seymour, New 


York attorney representing the In- 
ternational Boxing 
Club, 
chal- 


lenged this statement directly. He 
said baseball and boxing are "pre- 
cisely analagous." 


And, 
Seymour said, the court 


must use its baseball decisions as 
a precedent for throwing out the 
government's claim and declaring 


"Yes," said the government; 


"No," said the boxing people. 


The Supreme Court will weigh 


these issues before coming up with 
a decision, which is not likely to 
be forthcoming for several months.

ident, Woodrow Wilson," who in 
1912 
told a gathering in Philadel- 


phia that the American flag "rep- 
resents hope and liberty" to all 
peoples of the world. 


The monument, which s'tands a 


few hundred yards from the Tomb 
of The Unknown Soldier, is the 
largest bronze casting ever cre- 
ated. The figures of the six strain- 
ing flag raisers are each 32 feet 
high and are raised above a 40- 
foot block of black Swedish granite. 


Around the girth of the base is 


carved a chronological list of Ma- 
rine Corps military engagements 
since the birth of the country. Be- 
low them is inscribed the corps 


motto "Semper Fidelia," and the 
salute Fleet Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz gave them for their fight- 
ing at Iwo Jima: 


"Uncommon valor was a com- 


mon virtue."

the 
Eisenhower administration’s 
new loy alty and security standards. 
McLeod, former aide to Republi­ 
can Sen. Bridges (NH) and friend 
of Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis), is re­ 
ported satisfied his investigaticms 
have been thormigh and fair. 
Report Ready 
A frequent target of Democratic 
criticism, 
McLeod 
is 
reported 
ready to give an accounting to the 
Democratic - controlled 84th Con­ 
gress in the event it demands an 
investigation of his security activi­ 
ties. He is repOTted resolved to stay 
on the job despite any new criti­ 
cism which may be leveled at him. 
Meanwhile it was learned that a 


special committee named by Sec 
retary of State Dulles tb survey 
the foreign service has renewed 
its recommendation that he trans­ 
fer from McLeod to the undersec­ 
retary for administraticm the duties 
of inspecting foreign service instal­ 
lations. 
And noting that the undersecre­ 
tary ’s post ex pires Dec. 31, it urged 
Dulles to find a “properly qualified 
man who can come prepared to 
stay ” as his principal administra­ 
tive assistant to take over those 
duties. The post now is filled tem­ 
porarily by Charles Saltzman.

Report Ready 


A frequent target'of Democratic 


criticism, 
McLeod is 
reported 


ready to give an accounting to the 
Democratic - controlled 84th Con- 
gress in the event it demands an 
investigation of his security activi- 
ties. He is reported resolved to stay 
on the job despite any new criti- 
cism which may be leveled at him. 


Meanwhile it was learned that a 


special committee named by Sec 
retary of State Dulles tb survey 
the foreign service has renewed 
its recommendation that he trans- 
fer from McLeod to the undersec- 
retary for administration the duties 
of inspecting foreign service instal- 
lations. 


And noting that the undersecre- 


tary's post expires Dec. 31, it urged 
Dulles to find a "properly qualified 
man who can come prepared to 
stay" as his principal administra- 
tive assistant to take over those 
duties. The post now is filled tem- 
porarily by Charles Saltzman.

Butler Praised 
By Colleagues 


WASHINGTON UP)—The late Sen. 


Hugh Butler (R-Neb) was praised 
b3T his Senate colleagues for his 
integrity, sincerity, loyalty 
and 


great devotion to his country. 


The eulogies came as the Sen- 


ate held memorial services for 
three members who died in recent 
months, Butler, McCarran (D-Nev) 
and Hunt (D-Nev). 


Sen. 
Bridges (R-NH), president 


pro-tern of the Senate, and Sen. 
Johnson of Texas, the Democratic 
leader, were among the first to 
pay tribute to Butler. 


Bridges described Butler as "a 


self-made man" and told of his 
early work in helping to build 
railroad lines in the west. 


"His word was his bond, always 


to be believed," Johnson said. "I 
always had deep respect and af- 
fection for him. He was a man 
of strong loyalty " 


Sen. Hruska (R-Neb), who was 


elected a week ago to succeed 
Butler, told of Butler's gifts of 
money to Doane College in Ne- 
braska, including $150,000 donation 
to establish a trust fund in memory 
of his wife. 


Sen. Hazel Able (R-Neb) also 


spoke of Butler's aid to young 
people through his gifts.

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Pen Inmate Says Prison 'Compares Favorably1

The Nebraska Penitentiary com- 


pares very favorably with the state 
of Washington reformatory

oners, Henry N. McCandless, Se- 
attle, Wash., told the State Pardon 
Board at its meeting Wednesday. 


McCandless was appealing to the 


board for return of his "good time" 
lost as a result of being confined 
to the "hole" for theft of narcotics

tricfc is without pupils for a year. 


But just as many superintend- 


ents were defeated because they 
weren't interested in redistrictmg 
as because they were, Decker 
said.

Usually there are no more than 


15 new superintendents in any one 
year, he said, and those who run 
for re-election seldom have been 
defeated in the past. 


But this year more incumbents 


than usual had competition in the 
elections, with a number of write- 
in candidates winning in the pri- 
maries.

by Attorney General C. S. Beck, 
said his experience in prisons both 
in 
Washington 
and

showed that rules have to be 
obeyed both inside and outside of 
prison or you have to pay the 
penalty. 


The prison records show that Mc- 


Candless after spending 30 days 
in the "hole" reformed and has 
been a model prisoner since. He in- 
sisted he has never been unjustly 
treated by prison officials. 


Following the theft of the nar- 


cotics from the prison hospital, 


medicines of that type have been 
removed to a vault in the admin- 
istrative offices.
